Frank Martin, Negro, alleged assail- 
ant of Miss Jessie Parks a young 
school teacher. The would-be lynch- 
ers crossed a deadline into tho fire of 
authorities guarding the jail. 


The crowd included many women, 


some of them with babies in their 
arms. Two of these shot were women. 


The attack upon the jail followed a 


day of watchfulness on the part of 
jail authorities, police reserves and 
two machine gun companies. 
Fire from shotguns, handled by de- 


puty sheriffs and machine guns from 
the militia swept the street. 


As members of the mob fell, 
the 


fire was returned. Excitement was 
at fever heat Saturday.

United States Wants All Far 


Eastern Nations Included 


in New Treaty.

Washington,—America will not be 


a party to the present Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. 


The attitude of the United States 


toward offensive and defensive allianc- 
es is not to be altered. 


Cooperation between the 
United 


States and the other powers so far as 
the Far East is concerned should not 
be difficult. It is sought by America, 
and this country will enter inj# any 
agreement for the 
preservation 
of 


peace in the Far East, the principles 
of which are in accord with American 
tradition. 


The foregoing statements are based 


upon information obtained in official 
quarters in reply to the 
speech of 


Prime Minister Lloyd George in the 
House of Commons suggesting that "if 
the alliance between Great Britain 
and Japan could emerge into a greater 
understanding with Japan , and 
the 


Tjnitr-d States on all problems of the 
Pacific that would be a great-event 
which would be a guarantee for the 
pence of the world." 


Naturally the Lloyd George proposal 


is not bpfore the American govern- 
ment for consideration so formal com- 
ment would not be proper. Neverthe- 
less tho effort of the British to make 
plain thoir desire for an enlargement 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance had 
not failed to mnke an impression here 
even before 
the 
prime 
minister's 


speech. The viewpoint of this govern 
merit was forecast in those columns 
the earlier part of this week particu- 
larly as it shows what the discussion 
is likely to be when tho nations get to- 
gether in tbe -disarmament conferencp 
on November 11. 


Subtle Move 


"Why do the British want the Anglo- 


Japnnose alliance enlarged to include 
the United States—in fact why do they 
iirfre it in the fa en of the American 
sonata's rejection of the League of 
Nations with its all inclusive article 
tpn? 
The answer to that question 


throws some light on the British dif- 
ficulty in handling the subject .of.ro- 
nowing tho Anglo-Japanese alliance 
whilo the United States and the Brit- 
ish dominions have a common view- 
point on Far Eastern questions. 


TNa fact is that many observers here 


think Prime Minister Lloyd George is 
seeking a graceful way to bring about 
tho abrogation of the Anglo-Japan esc 
alliance without offending .Ta.pan. His 
Rusgpstion that America, he included 
would moan objections from America 
as to certain clauses of the alliance 
requiring military and naval obliga- 
tion. To open up tho Anglo-Japanese 
n.llianoe it might, be necessary for tho 
Brilish government formally to de- 
nounce that alliance as a preliminary 
to the making of a new agreement. 
Once the Anglo-Japanese alliance is 
denounced discussion of a substitute 
ensues. Then will come the turning 
point of the whote controversy for 
the United States unquestionably will 
propose a treaty or convention to In- 
clude not only Groat Britain, Jnpftn 
and tho United States, but Franco, 
Italy and China.

Senator Henry Cabot bodge h-as been, 


selected by President Harding as the sec- 
ond member. Secretary Hughes being the 
first, of the American delegation to the 
peace conference. It is related that he has 
been chosen as a representative of the sen- 
ate so that body may have a choice in the 
proceedings.

would be to yield to blackmail.

a few weeks ago he spoke and voted for 
that identical policy. HP fnouchT that *hc 
senate ha<i no rischt to interfere in any- 
way with the president when he was nerro- 
tiatins the trc-sty ending ihe Spani.eh- 
Amr-rican war. and said that 10 reject it 
would expose the president — and the 
country—to contempt. Yet he conceived 
it to be his duty to interfere constantly 
with the negotiation of the Versailles trea- 
ty, was always demanding information, 
got up the famous round robin and finally 
killed the treaty. 


"We do not think that 'this is the type of 


man that should represent the United 
States at the conference. It can. of course- 
be said for him that he will never hesitate 
to reverse himself. But, this is hardly a 
qualification. The participants in the ap- 
proaching conference should be men of 
conviction, men who know the difference, 
between principle and expediency. The 
Benator is known to the world chiefly as 
the nran who had most to do with keep- 
ing this nation out of the League of Na- 
tions, of which almost fifty countries are 
now members.

of all kinds in cities, towns and villages. 
Teaching children and advanced students 
to save is sowing the sc-'d of frugality and 
wealth on the most fertile soil; it is solv- 
ing Ihe problem of capital by practical 
measures for the wider 
distribution of 


wealth.

custom themselves to do will he the habit 
of the men and women of tomorrow.

Opportunity for advance- 
ment, independence or success is restricted 
or obviated unless capital is on hand with 
which to seize it. Capital cannot be built 
up without saving, and .-Caving entails some 
kind of sacrifice or abstinence.

Chinese Customs Change

DELAYED DEVELOPMENT. 


Dr T,oon V. Kear of Oyster Bay, N. Y., recently 


reported the case of a boy aged 7^4 years who had 
failed to .crow or gain in weight for a considerable 
time. 
The boy was lethargic and did not care to 


play, but rather to lounge about. He became easily 
fatigued, and was extremely timid, so that an adult 
had to accompany him to and from, school. He was 
slsow to answer 
when 
interrogated — mentally 


letharjrio. 


The boy was only 44 inches tall and weighed only 


35 pounds, compared with the normal average height 
of 41 inches and weight of 50 pounds for Boys of 
that a?e. In the general examination nothing signi- 
ficant was noted except a body temperature below 
the normal—97.4, th« normal average being 99 in 
boys of that age. 


Dr. Kear concluded tn employ ductless gland hor- 


mones or extracts in the treatment of this boy. He 
began the treatment with a judicious amount of the 
suprarenal and thyroid hoi-inones combined. This 
was sriven for over a week without any apparent ef- 
fect. Then the dosage was increased and after an- 
other fortnight there was a distinct change in the 
boy's appearance. 
The ruddy glow and lively ex- 


pression of boyhood now became noticeable. The boy 
besran to brighten up mentally and take some inter- 
est in the activities and play of normal youngsters. 
It was found that he had gained three pounds in 
v, eight. 


In four months the boy gained two inches in stat- 


ure and S pounds in weight. He became more ac- 
tive phj siCMlly taking part in the ordinary games of 
schoolboys of his age. He no longer demanded an 
escort to and from school, and actually developed 
some little spirit of aggressiveness. 


I describe this case here as suggestive to the par- 


ents of children who may be physically and perhaps 
mentally backward. Certainly no reader can find 
any encouragement here for attempting any self- 
drugging—a foolhardy business, indeed, when such 
potent remedies as the ductless gland preparations 
are concerned. The only wise and safe course to 
take, if the possibilities of this sort of treatment arc 
to bo investigated, is to submit the matter to the 
family physician and be guided wholly by his 
counsel.
